BROTHERS 


A new Morgan County 
anti-leaf 
worm machine has appeared on the 
streets of the Twin Cities, the inven­ 
tion of W. M. Brothers, a farm er liv­ 
ing in the Danville neighborhood. The 
machine is designed to be drawn by 
two horses and it distributes liquid 
poison upon three rows of cotton as it 
proceeds along the rows. It is esti­ 
mated that 24 acres of cotton can be 
“treated" by Mr. Brother’s invention 
in a day’s time. 
A two wheeled truck supports 
a 
round tank. In the tank is enough poi­ 
son preparation to treat five acres. 
The fcahk has air pumped into it by 
an air pump that is operated by power 
transmitted from the moving wheels 
of the truck. A “spray bar” holds the 
liquid poison which is just the length 
of the width of three cotton rows. 
This bar can be raised or lowered 
according to the heigjit of the cot­ 
ton. There are two sprayer openings 
over each of the three rows making 
six in all. One sprayer opening sprays 
the under side of the leaf of cotton 
and the other opening sprays the top 
of the leaf. Mr. Brother’s says he has 
had no trouble keeping the boll w ee­ 
vil exterm inated on his place near 
Danville, and that the leaf worm must 
have heard about his new invention 
as that pest Has not showed up on 
the Brother’s plantation. Mr. Broth­ 
er’s has a work shop of his own and 
built his new machine, with the aid 
of local sheet m etal workers and the 
management of the Decatur Cornice 
and Roofing Company. A patent 
has 
been applied for, to protect his inven­ 
tion by Mr. Brothers.

up to what he now is with no power- 
and with no aid save that which was 
lodged in some infinitesim al particle, 
is thinkable if not believable, but that 
man should have created Jiimself is 
both unthinkable and unbelievable.
